Yesterday in St. Louis three hun­ 
dred former soldiers of the Republic, 
every one of whom had served in war 
— and the greatest war the world has 
even known— with a borrowed Amer­ 
ican Flag and a Salvation Army drum 
paraded the streets. 
For what were 
they marching? For an idea? 
For a 
political belief? For some sentiment of 
public policy? 
Or were they march­ 
ing just to show themselves off to ad­ 
miring crowds? 
No, for none of these 
reasons did they don their old uni­ 
forms and in the dreadful heat of the 
August 
day 
walk, 
four 
by 
four, 
through the thoroughfares of one of 
America’s greatest cities. What, then, 
was the cause of the outturning? 
Merely that they might, through that 
means, make a united, public appeal 
— not for financial aid, not for a bon­ 
us, not for pity or charity— not for any 
of these things— but for work; for the 
privilege of earning by the labor of 
their hands and their brains and in the 
sweat of their brows, a decent and 
honest and self respecting living for 
themselves and their wives and chil­ 
dren. 
What, you ask, are there so 
many former soldiers in St. Louis out 
of employment. What a dreadful city 
St. Louis must be! Oh, but St. Louis 
isn’t the only city in the land where 
these men are unable to obtain work 
Like conditions exist every where, if 
reports are to be believed, and more 
and more are on the increase as the 
days go by. Are the American people 
forgetting or have they already for­ 
gotten? 
No one pretends to say that 
all former service men 
are 
angels. 
There were bad ones among them, as 
are to be found in any aggregation of 
human beings, but the fact remains 
that there ought not to be in all the 
country one man who followed the 
flag, who desires work, that should 
not have it. To that he is entitled 
above all others, if to nothing more. 
Long before this St. Louis parade 
took place the Kansas City Star in an 
editorial captioned “Then and Now” 
commented on this very thing. 
There 
is food for thought 
in this 
editorial 
and its reproduction 
at 
this time is 
singularly appropos. 
It reads: 
“It has been only three years since 
Kansas City was opening its heart and 
holding out its hand to men who were 
to go across and help carry on in the 
great war in Europe. Kansas City was 
full of these fine fellows then; the 
quick step, the cheerful manner, the 
eager and expectant faces, the manly 
bearing of the young men in khaki, 
the white of the navy or the blue of 
the marines, all became familiar sights 
on the streets, at the union station, and 
especially about the soldiers’ and sail­ 
ors* community 
club 
down at Thir­ 
teenth and Walnut streets. 
“Nothing was too good for those 
young chaps then and Kansas City 
knew it. 
The city asked the men into 
its homes; it took them for rides in its 
motor cars; 
it entertained them at 
churches and club houses, and it told 
them everywhere that it was proud 
of the representation 
both 
the city 
and the country were going to have in 
the struggle against autocracy and in 
the battle for right. 
“At this time, just three years ago, 


even the sight of a youth who had ac­ 
tually been abroad and participated 
in the conflict was an inspiration. 
He 
always had a crowd about him, and 
he walked under a halo of heroism. 
“That was three years ago. 
Today 
there are in Kansas City a few hun­ 
dred of the men 
who 
went 
across, 
helped to carry on and paid the price 
of their great adventure. 
They are 
disabled soldiers who have recovered 
sufficiently from their wounds to be 
discharged from the government hos­ 
pitals and to begin, through vocational 
training, the long course to their for­ 
mer places in business and the trades.

stayed at home— what is Kansas City 
doing for these

Asia Minor. 
According to our customs, it is 
impolite to flirt in public or ad­ 
dress or look on the face of our 
women, and I can’t break the cus­ 
tom,” explained a Turkish officer 
traveling with the correspondent. 
In the Nationalist capital 
of 
Any* ra 
Halide 
Hanum 
Muflde 
F end Hanum, the author and wife 
of the former Minister of Finance, 
and many other women who came 
out from Constantinople to sup­ 
port the Nationalist movement, go 
about the streets or ride horse­ 
back with their veils turned back 
and folded into a handsome head 
dress, modeled after the Russian 
style.

But outside of Angora, despite 
the example set by American wo­ 
men of charity organizations, or 
of the example of Greeka nd Ar­ 
menian women, most of the Turk­ 
ish women strictly maintain the 
old custom. 
This applies not only to women 
of the households but also to the 
many women seen working in the 
fields or along the roads, driving 
o x carts or donkeys

The custom of veiling has long 
been modified to the extent that 
the face may he shown freely to 
the men of the village or of the 
party with whom the women may 
bo working o<* G.v.vk' 
but to 
soon as a stranger, whether Turk 
or European approaches, the veil 
is drawn. 
Tf the stranger is 
a 
Turk he looks straight ahead, as 
i" the wornoo were un* present. 
If 
the European or American turns 
his head to catch a glimpse of the 
women, they hurriedly pull 
the 
veil closer, so only the eyes can 
be seen. 
The older the woman, 
the closer the veil is drawn. 
As the pretty gauze 
or 
thin 
cloths of pre-war days, white, blue, 
black or brown, cannot be had, the 
veils are often of coarse white cot­ 
ton. and in the case of the work­ 
ing women, the cloth may be 
a 


stiff heavq cotton which serves as 
a sun bonnet. 
Sometimes 
the 
headpiece drops to the waist or 
further and can scarcely be dis­ 
tinguished from the loose, flowing 
garments so characteristic of the 
Orient. 
If the wearer be very 
poor, the veil and other garments 
may he but a crazy quilt thing of 
paclms of all colors and

successful. 
The military importance of 
the 
development is declared to be of a 
significance greater even than 
the 
commercial, as it is claimed 
an> 
airplane of three 
or more units, 
representing a total of 4000 horse­ 
power, will have a cruising radius 
exceeding 3000 miles and a carry­ 
ing capacity of 12 tons 
of explo­ 
sives. 
It is declared to be the first time 
that Liberty motors 
have 
been 
geared down to a propeller writh a 
clutch system. Each unit has three 
Liberty motors, two riding tandem 
and one trailing. 
The plan 
con­ 
sists of the 
adaptation 
of 
the 
clutch, which made the automobile 
practicable, 
coupled 
with 
gears 
which enable the propeller and en­ 
gines to operation at maximum ef­ 
ficiency. 
The engines and giant propeller 
were mounted on a test stand 
25 
feet high and operation with one. 
two or three units was demonstrat­ 
ed. 
The propeller was 
turned at 
600 revolutions per minute and the 
engines at 1800 which it was said 
has long been sought as one of the 
missing elements necessary to prac 
tieal commercial flying. 
The power unit will be delivered 
*o the United States navy depart­ 
ment within a few days, it was an­ 
nounced.
